[National Crop Improvement Service.] 
The-breeder should use his Own miod 


and judgment in mixing the percentage 
ot his feed for tfogs. He can find all 
the tables in Henry & Morrison's Feeds 
and FeeclUfe and in His agricultural 
college bulletins; and if he has the fa- 
cilities can arrange and balance a ra- 
tNm on the'basis prescribed.
